Hague, May 31. ‘ The Bihhop of Paderborn ha- 
ving by alLeter acquainted the Srates with all 
that rhe Court of Rume has done in Relation to 
the Bifhoprick of iviunfter, :heir High Mightineffes 
have written to his Highnefs to advife him not ro 
delay taking Pofleffion of that Bithoprick, in Vir- 
tue of the Pope’s Brief of the 11th of this Month 
which confers on him the Adminiftration of it ; 
and have affur'd him at the fame Time, that he 
may depend upon their Affiftance in Cafe of any 
Traverfe or Moleftation. Men are nor a little fur- 
priz’d here at that Brief, as fearing the Court of 
Rome in conftiruting his Highnefs of Paderborn on- 
ly Adminiftrator of the Bithoprick of Munfter, 
may cover an ill Defign, namely to gain a Prerence 
for alledging that the faid Bifhop by accepting thar 
Adminiftration acquiefces in the annulling of his 
‘Election, and con{cquently a third Election may te 
made hereafter. What gave the more Ground to 
this Apprehenfion, was a Letter from the Miniftec 
of the States rcfiding at Cologn, in which he ad- 
visd that the Nuncio there had fignified to him, 
that the Pope defir’d his Highnefs of Paderborn 
fhould write to him a Lecter, declaring that he re- 
nounc’d all the Right he might have to the Bihhop- 
rick of Munfter by his Electior, and would receive 
as a Favour whatever bis Holirefs fhould think fir 
to do in his Behalf: But the faid Minifter has fince 
fent Word, that he mifunderftood that Affair, and 
that the true Srare of it wasthis ; viz. Cardinal 
Grimeni having aflur’d the Pope that the Bifhop of 
Paderborn induc’d fcome of the Cznons of Mun- 
fter to proceed to the Election, contrary to his 
Holvnefs’s 2d Letter commanding them to defers ir, 
his Holynefs would have that Bifhop write him a 
Letter to fatisfy him that he did not put thofeanons 
upon that Proceeding ;_ which his Holynefs could 
not but refent, as a Contempt of his Authority 
thar might be of ill Example. It feems the Bifhop 
of Paderborn has fent to Rome {uch a Letter on 
this Subject as was expected from him: Some 
would perfwade themfelves the Pope wil! be mov'd 
by that Letrer to give the Bifhop of Paderborn his 
Bulls for eftablifhing him Bifhop of Munfter ; bur 
others continue apprehenfive, that the Coust of 
Rome will not alter their Refolution to keep hit 
dependant on them as Adminiftrator, and have it 
in their Power to order'a 3d Election whenever 
they thall find a Temptation to ir. At prefent 
the Queftion is how his Highnefs of Paderborn’s 
© taking Poffcfiion of the Bithoprick of Munfter in 
‘the Quality of Admsigjiftraror will be relith’d by 
‘the Chanter, who by the Germanick Liberties 
‘ have themfelves a Right, independant of the Pope,

4 thar the Pope having fome

the Bithoprick till he thould give his Decifion on 
the contefted Election, the Nuncio forbore guing 
thither, becaufe plain Reprefentations were made 
to him that he would nor be admitted nor his Au- 
thority acknowledg'’d. Befides, in the Bifhoprick 
of Munfter they diftinguith between the Sword 
and the Crofier, thac is to fay the civil Power and 
the Ecclefiaftical ; fo that granting the Pope might 
beftow the Epifcopal Aduiniftration as he thinks 
fit, he cannot difpofe of the fecular Power: Tis 
true in his Letter his Holinefs reftrains his dele-
